SHOCK new allegations 
that Army recruits were 
gang-raped and sexually 
abused at notorious 
Deepcut barracks were 
revealed in a leaked 
report yesterday. 

The secret dossier contains 
more than 100 claims of bully- 
ing and degradation at the 
training camp, where four 
young soldiers died in suspi- 
cious circumstances. 

Deepcut instructors and officers 
are accused of a series of shock- 
ing offences. The allegations 
include that they ... 
€ DRAGGED a woman from a 
shower and forced her to parade 
naked outdoors in January. 
€ FORCED a male recruit to roll 
in mud as a punishment for 
being late. 
€ ORDERED a female trainee to 
swim in a cesspool. 
€ RODE over recruits on the 
parade ground with a bicycle. 
€ URINATED on young soldiers 
while they were asleep. 
€ THREW darts at trainees as 
they paraded in their underwear. 
€ GAVE female recruits easier 
duties in exchange for sex. 
€ HURLED racist and sexist 
taunts at recruits. 

The report also includes allega-

tions of abuse carried out by 
recruits on their fellow Army 
trainees. 

The “Respirator Gang”, who 
wore gas masks to avoid being 
identified, are said to have 
attacked fellow recruits, while 
“The Black Card Club” allegedly 
beat up black trainees. 

Ministry of Defence chiefs have 
repeatedly insisted that cases of 
abuse at Deepcut were simply 
“isolated incidents".
